X* The Tirana (3G 3U) airfield is located at the western ed^e of the city* just 
south of the highway to Lmrres . The installation neasured 1*500 notors from 
cast to west and 1*000 meters from north to south. 

2« The field* which was in good condition* liad a runway 50 to 50 neters wide and 
a taxiway 30 neters wide* There was a three-story administration building with 
a wind cone* and one hangar of about 30x30 neters . Other installations at the 
field were not known. 

3o Three biplanes* allegedly the only Albanian lanes in the country, were sta- 
tioned at the field o 

fio The field* which measured about 1*000 meters square* had a concrete runway 

about o00 meters long* and a concrete taxiway 15x300 neters extending in front 
of the buildings on the northern edge of the field* The installation had a 
two-story administration building 15x30 meters and two hangars* each of them 
20x50 neters * One of the hangars was damaged and had no roof* The grass landing 
field was in good condition. Construction or enlargement work was not seen. 

5’c Three biplanes, which flew only occasionally* were permanently stationed at the 
field* One plane was marked with a black-red rectangle with an eagle on it; 
another one with a red cross while the third plane bore the markings of the 
UT.I1KA® A t^dn-engine Hungarian commercial plane would land at the field on 
.Wednesdays and Sundays about 11:30 a.r*i„ * even in bad weather. This plane was 
marked by a red-white-green rectangle on the tail assembly. After staying at 
the field for one hour, the plane would take-off again* Host of the passengers 
were Soviet officers* the remainder civilians. Twin-engine plaaes would land at 
the field at irregular intervals. These planes were narked on the tail with a 
red Soviet star* or a red rectangle with a multi-digit number in it. The planes 
were believed to be Soviet courier aircraft* for they took off again after a

uniforms and on their service caps were noticed at the field « They wore blue 
uniforms.
